The Irish Editor Will Not Appear at the 
Mitchellstown Police Court.

Lonpon, September 9.—It was stated in Dub- 
lin yesterday that Mr. O’Brien had decided 
not to appear at Mitchelistown Police Court 
to-day, where he has been summoned under 
the crimes act for his speech and at the 
Mitchelistown evictions.

TORPEDO BOAT TRIALS. 


The New Spanish Boat Rayo Proves to Be 
the Fastest Afloat. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-nispatch. 
Loxpox, September 9.—A trial for speed of 
whathas proved to be the fastest torpedo 
boat afloat took place Wednesday. At 10:20 
a.m. the new torpedo boat Rayo, built at 
the order of the Spanish Government by 
Thorneycroft, took on board a number of 
gentlemen connected with the Spanish Lega- 
tion. The Rayo is of steel, contains twelve 
water-tight compartments, and is a twin 
screw vessel. Sbe is constructed to carry 
four torpedoes. Six runs were made overa 
measured mile, giving an average run of 20% 
statute miles per hour. The fustest run, the 


‘| fourth, was equal to a speed of 32% statute 


miles. Subsequently atwo hours’ run past 
Nore and to sea took place, a speed of 4-63 
knots being recorded. The acquisition of the 
Rayo will put the Spanish Government in 
possession of the two fastest torpedo boats 
afloat, the Ariete being nearly equal to the 
former in speed.

TRICKED BY A BRITISHER. 

OTTAWA, Onturio, September 9.—The De- 
partment of Customs has been apprised of a 
trick which has just been played on the Amer- 
ican authorities by the Captain of the Alfred 
Adams, a British Colambia sealing scrooner. 
The Adams was seized in Bebring Sea last 
month by the United States revenue cutter 
Rush, and her seaiskins and fishing tackle were 
taken away. A prize crew was puton board, 
and the captain was ordered to navigate the 
schooner to Sitka. The captain seemingly 
obeyed for the time, but after having parted 
company with the Bash, coolly headed the 
Adams for Victoria, B. C., where she arrived 
afew days ago. The prize crew could do 
nothing to compel the captain to proceed to

DISASTROUS FOREST FIRES. 


Burning of a Bilank-Book Factory—Dry 
Goods Store Gutted. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., September 9.—A disastrous 
forest fire is raging near Meadow Lawn, about 
fifteen miles from this city, and many acres of 
fine timber have been destroyed. The fire 
originated on the farmof Meinhert Hassel, 
where a barn caught fire from some unknown 
cause. Communicating to the dry grass of 
the parched meadow land, the woods were 
soon ignited and a brisk breeze fanned and 
spread the flames. The farmers are obliged to 
stand idly by and see their essions swept 
from them on account o 
water, there being hardiy enough water 
the stock in their places. In many instances 
farmers saved their property from destruction 
by setting their stubbie lands on fire ahead of 
the main fire, and thus the great fire would die 
out when it reached their places for want of 
fuel. The fires extend for a distance of about 
three miles square, and are easily commun 
cated from one strip of woods to another.

The First of the Gorgeous Invitations

The Grand Oracle of the Velied Prophets is 
one of the few persons in the city of St. Louis 
who is allowed by the Mayor, the Board of Po- 
lee Commissiopers and the Federal authori- 
ties to move in a mysterious way his wonders 
to perform. The ordinary cltigen or individ- 
ual is obliged to observe certain laws arbitra- 
rily laid down, such as the laws against 
trespass, the laws which compel 
the owners of vehicles to take out license, and 
the Federal laws which. make a grinding mo- 
nopoly of the postal system. But the Grand 
Oracle moves serenely on in utter indifference 
to the laws which were framed for the control

The message of the Grand Oracle this year is 
a historically correct reproduction of the ark 
of the covenant.

As the front of the 
chest falls forward it reveals within the double 
tablets of stone. On them in the original 
Hebrew are the Ten Commandments, Behind 
the tablet pangs a bit of oriental drapery in 
blue and white diagonal stripes. On either 


side a strip of fiber holds the sides of the 
chest together. Across the tablet lies a red 
silk ribbon. Thetabletforms one wing of a 


triple folder. When it is thrown back, the 
invitation of the Oracle is revealed. 
Around a central figure representing the 
Grand Oracle on a camel surrounded by a 
mounted retinue are the words, ‘‘The Veiled 
3 command your es at their 
ninth annual appearance, Chamber of Com- 
merce, St. Louis, October 4, 87.“ This wing 
also folds back, revealing the interiorof the 
triple folder. On each of its three leaves are

Prof. Calvin M. Woodward, Dean ot 
Washington University Polytechnic Sche 
arrived home yesterday from the East a 
opened the Manual Training School this morn« 
ing.

All 
applicants are not admitted to the school, 
but are required to pass examina- 
tions in the three branches named, and are 
admitted onthe showing of general fmtellt- 
gence as exhibited in their answers.

Woodward expects to put another class 
through the examination on Monday, and will 
then have in the school nearly as many as can 
be handled to advantage. The arithmetio 
standard does not go beyond fractions and in- 
terest. The English requirement is for facility 
of expression more, than knowledge of 
rules of grammar. As an instance & 
story is told like this: On a certain winter’s 
day John and Henry went skating together, 
John went on thin lee, aud broke in where 
the water was deep.

Buta from the buzz saws and the shaft- 
ing and pulleys in this department, th is 
something else that partakes more the 
ploturesque than the purely useful.

The cat- 
sract is an artificial waterfall some six or 
tight feet wide, which consists of three sepa- 
mte falls, and which come over their summits 
vith a rush and splutter and roar like a 
diminutive Niagara, and continue on down 
over a little bed of stone and granite, flowing 
with one long and continuous Ny ox om as it 
were, into a roomy reservoir below. The 
reservoir is 42 feet long by 16 wide 4. deep. 
and contains somewhere in the neighborhood 
of 4,000 cudie feet of water, or something in 
the neighborhood of 50,000 gallons. The water 

umped from this reservoir by what is 
technically called a ‘‘centrifugal Zam... 
spernted by a Westinghouse unior.’’ 
The latter is an engine. This 
pump is a little affair of ite kind, but it fs es- 
timated that ite capacity is about 600 gallons 
to the minute, with a revolution of 500 to the 
minute. The water is then carried up to the 
top notch of the cataract, where it is released 
to go bubbling and sizzling down again to the 
tank. Thusit willbe seen that though there 
apparently a big waste of water, there is 
really none at all except that which splashes 
out upon the bridge — ge the stream 
which flows into the tank. Superintendent

At the same 
time itwas able to throw over the cataract 
water which in one hour would measure 24,000

RIVER IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Peoria Pian of Connecting the Lakes 
With the Mississippi. 


Mr. A. J. Bell, Secretary of the Lil!nois River 
Improvement Committee, is in the city en- 
deavoring to enlistthe interests of St. Louis 
business men in the subject. The committee, 
appointed at a mass-meeting & citizens of 
towns on the Illinois River, called a conven- 
tion for October 6, but ascertaining 
that this date would not be sat 
isfactory to St. Louis merohants 
the date was postponed until October 11. The 
object of the convention is to obtain the senti- 


ment of the people on the 42 improve- 
ment connecting the waters of Michigan 
with the Mississippi River, via the Illinois and 
Desplaines River to Joliet and a wide and deep 
canal from Joliet toLake Michigan. The basis 
of representation will be fixed at one repre- 
sentative from each county for every 500 votes 
cast for President in 1884. If no meeting is 
called to appoint delegates In any county, the 
mayors of the cities or county judge in such 
county, and those whom they may send, will 
be accredited as delegates. 
Many of the parties interested in the pro- 
ed improvement attended the Davenport 
convention four years ago, when the advo- 
cates of the Hennepin Canal scheine monopo- 
lized things and made it too local an affair to 
interest the representatives of many of the 
States. The proposed improvement of the 
Illinois River is said to be of greater import- 
ance. Estimates made on the pian to give the 
river a seven-foot channel place the cost at 
about $12,000,000. President Gaiennie of the 
Merchants’ Exchange is an enthusiast on the 
subject of river improvements, and promises 
to do what he can toward making the conven- 
tion a success. The committee hopes to get 
the matter in shape for presentation to Con- 
gress at the next session.

Charity Kit’s Munificence.

The colored people of Columbia, and 
in fact any of the white people, are in- 
tensely excited over the extraordinary 
advertising methods of Yellowstone Kit, 
the millionaire medicine man, who 
created such a furor in Florida last win- 
ter. Friday is the day which this prince 
of medicine denominates his ‘‘charity 
day,“ when, as he announces, he ‘‘heals 
the sick, feeds the hungry and clothes the 
naked” free of charge. About one thou- 
sand darkies and poor whites, coming 
from twenty to thirty miles in the sur- 
rounding country, flocked to the city the 
other day to attend Kit’s open-air enter- 
tainment, listen to his harangues and 
partake of his bounty. 

At the conclusion of his entertainment 
in the afternoon Kit called upon all those 
who were unable to work or were in need 
to come forward and make known their 
wants. Within an hour he and his assist- 
ants distributed from his stand to deserv- 
ing persons 1,500 loaves of bread, 2,000 
cakes and crackers, twenty-five hams, 200 
pounds of bacon, and 230 yards of calico 
and white cloth. In thesame way he gave 
away to extremely poor people in cash, 
in sums ranging from 5 to 50 cents, 
according to the _ necessities of the 
recipients. After this the sick, lame, 
etc., were invited to repair to Kit’s 
medical and surgical institute, where 760 
of them were examined, treated and fur- 
nished medicine free of charge by Kit’s 
corps of physicians and surgeons. The 
negroes fairly worship him. They declare 
that he has been sent by God, that he 
“must be a second Jesus Christ,“ etc., and 
his name is mentioned by the more igtior- 
ant with as much awe and reverence as is 
that of the Deity. Kit has made many 
friends among the leading citizens and 
has been profuse in private contributions 
to churches and other worthy objects of 
charity.
